The Platte Indians. 

We ate forced. reluctlantly, to the con- 
clusion that the hostile Indians of Colo- 
ragdo, Nebraska and Southern Dakota, 
will have affairs pretty much their own 
way for some time to come.- 

They number, from all accounts re- 
ceived, from twenty-five hundred to four 
thousand warriors. ‘They are well mount- 
ed and are armed with rifles. carbines 
and revolvers. There are not soldiers, 


conntrp adjacent, to successfully cope 
with them. The fret of one hundred 
men being compelled to pursue and en- 


jess than five hundred, certainly indi- 
cates # lack of necessary military force. 

The Indians have already destroyed 
our mail service. Now, the telegraph 
tine is the object of attack. We cannot 
decide which of the two annoys us the 
most—the loss of the mail service or the 
loss_of the telegraph. Both are abso- 
lutely necessury. The Indians appear 
to have lost their dread for the “light- 
ning talker ;”? but, we more than half 
suspect that white men are in league 
with them. | 

Unless they are speedily brought to 
terms by a vigorous campaign, we will 
be compelled to abandon ali hope of 
any emigration from the East during the 
eoming season. We mnst prepare our- 
selves to pay very high prices for every- 
thing we may require—pftobably not be 
able to-procure many articles required 
at any price. 

A vigorous campaign cannot be con- 
cacted to: a successful termination un- 
less:more soldiers are placed in the field: 
It certainly does not appear well, on 
paper or anywhere else, to permit the 
great overland highway to be complete- 
\y blocked and held by a band of red 
devs who should be wiped out of exis- 
tence: The citizens of Colorado are ma- 
king efforts to raise and equip men for: 
service ; and-orders have been received 
to fill wp the Ist Colorado Cavalry with, 
one year men. regs 

The establishment of Posts along the 
route, from Latham to Seneca, at inter 
vals of one hundred miles, would be 
better than the present manner of ope- 
ragon. A still better plan would be to- 
have fifteen or twenty soldiers at each 
station to travel with the stage. The 
mait and telegraph are needed. We hope 
that measares will be speedily employed 
to secure both te the citizems of the in- 
terior. 

We are fuliy satisfied that the sofdiers 
in that section have done all that caa de 
done in the premises, so far as they are 
concerned. It is not, however, reasona- 
ble to expect—neitker do we expect— 
that a few soldiers can whip several 
tribes of hostile Indians. 


Orr Navy.—We have 671 vessels of 
all kinds in the service, making an ag- 
gregate of five hundred thousand tons., 
The best proof of the effectiveness of 
cur blockade is found in the simple fact 
that 1,979 vessels have been captured 
since the rebellion commeneed.

4 Proposed Increase of Pay. © 


We find the following report of Legis- 
lative proceedings in the Virginia Union. 
We publish the same as an item of in-' 
terest to the officers of the Nevada 
Cavalry, now serving in this District: | 


Senate Bill. No. 58, “An Act for the’ 
reliet of the officers and soldiers of the 
Nevada Volunteers,” was taken up, and 


sections and two read. 


Mr. Prootoer said be should move-to, 
strike out all that portion of the bill re- 


lative to paying ‘the money subject to 


the order of the Commander-in-Chief on 
the Pacific coast. He should do so un- 
less he could see the reason of it. Gen. 
McDowell, as the Commander of the Pa- 
cific coast, commanded the Nevada Vol- 
unteers, ard had control ef their com: 
pensation so far_as the compensation 
paid by the United States was concern- 
ed. He would ask for an explanation 
on. this point from the author of the bill. 

Mr: Hutchins explained that the money 
was to be paid onty to men enlisted un- 
der the authority of the Commander in- 
Chief of the Pacific coast, and not drawn 
at his order. 

Mr. Hobart inquired where the money 
was to come from. There was no mili- 
tary tax, and this bill levied the full 
amounnot of taxation allowed to the 
State. 
Mr. Hutchins said he was much sur- 
prised that the Revenue Bill bad no pro- 
vision for a military tax. Heretofore 
we had had atax of twenty cents for 
military purposes. Had that tax been- 
put in the Revenue Bill it would have 
been amply sufficient. This bil! only 
involved the annual expenditure of some 
forty-two or forty-three thousand dol- 
lars. To the people the sum was a small 
one ; to them it wasa great one. These 
men are actually suffering for it. The 
proposed section would give the officers 
nearly one-half of their actual pay. It 
was an actual necessity to them that 
something should be done. Their pay 
was not sufficient to support them in de- 
cency. There was not an officer in the 
service of the United States but what 
had spent his own money, not only in 
raising his company but in his own sup- 
port. 
The uniform of a Lieutenant cost him 
nearly five months’ pay. It was nothing 
but an act of justice, and every other 
State of the Union was doing the same 
thing. 

Mr.’ Hobart asked where the money 
was to come from. | : 

Mr. Hutchins said he would move fo 
amend the section by making the bounty 
to the Colonel $45,to the Lieutenant 
Colonel $40, to the Major’ $35, to the 
Captain $30, to the lirst Lieutenant $25, 
to the Second Lieutenant $25 per month, 
which increased their pay about one- 
half of what it is now. 

The question was taken upon increas- 
ing the Colonel’s pry, and it was lost. 

The qnestion was taken upon increas- 
ing the pay of the Lieutenant-Colonel, 
and it was egreed to upon division— 
ayes, 55 noes, 4. 

The question was stated upon increas- 
ing the pay of the Major to $35 per 
month 

Mr. Hutchins stated that there was at 
present no Colonel, only one Lieutenant- 
Colonel, one Major. nine Captains, nine 
First. and nine Secone Lieutenants, 
which completed the list of officers com- 
manding our volunteers in the field. 

Mr. James in explaining bis vote, said 
that they had raise i the pay of the Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel But refused to raise that 
of the Colonel. He was:in favor of rais- 
ing all or none. | 

Mr. Doran said he was not much ac- 
quainted with the working of a military 
organization above that of a company. 
He had voted for leaving the Colonel’s 
and raising the bounty of the Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel, from bis own knowledge of 
of the working of the system in the com- 
pany. As tbe Lieutenant had the hard- 
est work in the couipany, so he believed 
the LieutenantGelonel bad it in the re- 
giment. He was, therefore, in favor of 
raising the pay of the Liew'enant and 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and letting that of 
the uthers remain as it was.

Under these circumstances, if we expect 
mento volunteer, some measures must 
be taken to induce men to enlist, or we 
should never have a full regiment in the 
State. 
Mr. Hutchins read from the army reg- 
ulations im confirmation of the state- 
ments of the gentleman from Nye (Mr. 
Proctor,) relative to the prohibition of 
the commntations of rations, abolition 
of the allowance of a servant, etc. 
Mr. Proctor said that the common sup- 
position in the community was, that bor- 
ses were furnished to cavalry officers ; 
he would state that such was not the 
case. They furnished their own horses, 
uniforms, equipnients and everything. 
Mr. Doran said he would go as far as 
any man in sympathy for our State sol- 
diers, and he would be very glad to see 
compensation awarded them in addition 
to that paid by the General Government.

The quession was taken upon increas- 
ing the pay of a Captain to $30 per 
month, and it was agreed to. | 

Mr. Proctor moved to amend by mak- 
ing the pay of the First Licutenant $20 
per mouth. 

Mr. Kellogg said that the matter had 
been referred toacommittee.
